THE PRESIDENT'S MASTER MOVE 


RESIDENT WILSON'S reply to the German chancellor is a 
master stroke in statesmanship. 
While the reply is evidently disappointing to those who have 


gone on an hysterical spree in the past few days yet it must be 
apparent that the president's course is one which will appeal to 
the sober judgment of the American people. 


The Capital Times believes that political and diplomatic of- 


fensives are as important in a war as military offensives. We 
have always felt that the allies in the past have been weak from 
the standpoint of the political offensive,—that we have not suc- 
ceeded in getting to the German people our aims and ideals hi 
this war. 


Qne of the greatest objects of this war has been to wean the 


German people from'their military leaders That, as we see it, 
is largely the work of a political offensive. 
Instead, of doing 


that we have permitted an element in this country to conduct a 
propaganda that has worked against the president's efforts to 
draw a line of cleavage between the German militarists and the 
German people. And no group has done more damage to the allwd 
cause than the so-called bitter enders who have conducted a cam- 
paign that has been used to good advantage by the German lead- 
ers in convincing the German people that they must fight a de- 
fensive war to save their homes and country from utter annihil- 
ation. 


President Wilson has not fallen into this trap. He does not 


propose that the German leaders are going to be given a curt and 
summary "No" which they in turn can use to good advantage in 
steeling a desperate German people to fight to the last drop. 
German morale has been steadily sinking in the past month. 
America can win no greater victory than to smash Teutonic mor- 
ale and any move that is made that will make German morale 
rise is a distinct loss to us. 


We are greatly pleased with the complete frankness of the 


president's statement. It is so refreshing in a diplomatic world 
that has formerly relied on ambiguity, double interpretation and 
circuitous argument as the basis of diplomatic interchanges. 
•'Exactly, what do you mean" is the plain inquiry of'the presi- 
dent. He spoils by one parry any attempt at hypocritical pre- 
tension by the German chancellor's office. 
He does not allow the 


Kaiser to hide behind words. 


There is another consideration which the president is evi- 


dently thinking of. The president has laid down a program of 
fourteen points with the intimation that Germany could have 
peace whenever she agreed to them. One of the indictments 
that has been made against the German leaders is that they are 
utterly devoid of any respect for promises. Can the loftiness 
and strength of our position, which has been built on frankness 
and fair dealing, permit us to say that we didn't mean what we 
said? Are we going to lay ourselves open to the charge that 
our national statements cannot be trusted? We believe that 
President Wilson has that consideration in mind. We believe 
that he is sincerely jealous of America's position and that he 
will give no one an opportunity to point a finger at our record. 


Meanwhile a campaign is in progress over this country that 


can do nothing less than embarrass the president. Even though 
the talk of "Unconditional Surrender" is being advocated by well 
meaning people it can work only mischief and harm until such 
time as President Wilson says that "Unconditional, Surrender" 
is the program. Who knows but that the answer "Unconditional 
Surrender" is just what the German war lords are looking for? 
And who knows but what that is the exact danger that the presi- 
dent is trying to avoid,—that he does not propose to give the 
German war lords an instrument with which they can rally the 
German people to their sides in a last desperate effort? 


One of the despicable things that is in evidence at the pres- 


ent time is the activities of those who have been making money 
out of this war. 
Right here in Mad'ison men who have been 


making money out of this war do not seem to comprehend 
simple ethics and are out shouting that there must be no peace 
except one that their small minds can endorse. Newspapers 
that have been financed by these sordid interests would serve 
their country better today if they were serving President Wilson 
rather than interests that will profit by the prolongation of the 
war.

Meanwhile, we trust that President Wilson will not be stam- 


peded by anything other than his own judgment. The president 
has not lost the eminence of his position by the first serious 
thrust of the German peace offensive.

At the be- 
"inning of the attack tho American 
front extended from Fleville to the 
edge of the Argonne forest opposite 
Apremont, with the Aire river cut- 
ting through at about the renter or 
the sector. 
The division on he right flank ad- 


vanced at 3 o'clock and crossed the 
river in a mist that completely hid 
the operation. 
At this point the 


narrow valley of the Aire widens 
westward into a bay, the center of 
which • is an island hill known a» 
180, 
while a 
promontory on the 


southern end of the bay called hill 
number 223 is connected with a 
long high ridge called hill number 
244, a German artillery position. 


Under the ridge between the two 


hills was the long straggling: vil- 
lage of Chatel Chehery which had 
been entered several timee by Amer- 
ican patrols but never had, been ont 
of enemy possession. The Ameri- 
can right filtered around to the 
south of hill number 180 and the 
Germans, finding that their defenses 
had been turned, withdrew their ar- 
tillery. Soon after the Americans 
carried the hill and began to 
dig 


themselves in on the crest. 


The division in the center lorded 


the river at 6 o'clock. It was ap- 
praised, of the position of the en- 
emy's trenches by a shower of hand 
brenades. The Americans stormed 
the position. The right wing of this 
division carried hill number 223 and 
the center swept Chatel 
Chehery 


with the bayonet at 8:40 o'clock. 


Tho storming of the key to the 


whole position, hill number 244, led 
to heavy fighting. The hill was car- 
ried by 11:45 o'clock.

At 1 o'clock in the-afternoon th« 
American advance from the south- 
ern side began. 
The enemy was 


forced at once ta fall back from the 
center of the Argonne. The Amer- 
ican troops which had been, 
held 


there by the enemy passed La Vier- 
gette and joined hands with the left 
of the division which had stormed 
Chatel Chehery. 


The other armed trap -which 
is 


closing relentlessly on the Germans, 
that operated by Gen. Gouraud also 
has secured important results in the 
teeth of desperate resistance. While 
attacking the Suippe line frontally, 
General'Gouraud is .-turning it by 
marching on Machault ar.d Juniville 
and has arrived close to the former 
place. Consequently there is every 
probability 
of his 
reaching 
the 


Bi'unhilde line at the time when its 
western continuation, the Hunding 
line, is in danger. 


To complete the 
day's 
work, 


Franco-American forces moved np 
on the right flank of the Meuse, won 
back places famous in the Verdun 
struggle and got in line with the 
Americans on the \left bank who are 
thus relieved of the galling flank- 
ing fire which had prevented them 
from moving forward.

The German position has 
been 


rendered considerably worse as a 
result of yesterday's fighting in the 
opinion of the military commentat- 
ors. 
Major De Civrieux, in the 


Matin, points out that the strategic 
conditions alone do not suffice to in- 
dicate the importance of the battle 
which aims more than ever at the 
destruction of the enemy, eiher in 
direct combat or by maneuver.
